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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
disclosure uses the term "educator" to describe member 26. It is assumed that 
educator means -eductor-- 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 5,6,1 1 and 13 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
"educator" should be changed to -eductor-- Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hatton 
5871340. 

Hatton discloses a method of using a downhole multi-phase twin screw pump for 
use in wells having a high gas content. A supplementary liquid channel (such as 204) is 
positioned within housing 1 14 in fluid communication with the pumping screw (see 
figures 5-8). A supplemental liquid is fed through the channel to the pumping screw, 
thereby enhancing a liquid seal around the pumping screw. As to claim 2, the 
supplemental liquids are provided by a trap 212 that captures apportion of the liquid 
stream being moved by the pumping screw and recirculates the liquid portion as the 
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supplementary liquid. As to claims 3 and 7, the trap is positioned along the fluid flow 
passage. As to claims 4 and 8, liquid traps are provided at all of the rotors or pump 
screws and would be considered positioned adjacent the wellhead when the top most 
pump screw is being looked at. As to claims 5,6,1 1 and 13, pump 206 is considered an 
eductor. As to claim 9, the housing has an intake and an outlet end and a flow passage 
extending between the inlet and outlet.
